Paris, April 28.—Medicines or 
serums are ineffective against can- 
cer in the opinion of Dr. D. J. Tissot, 
professor of general physiology at 
the Paris Natural History Museum, 
who caused a sensation at the Aca- 
demy of Science with a paper des- 
cribing cancer as a form of mildew. 

In an interview with the Assoc- 
iated Press, Dr. Tissot asserted that 
cancer, like tuberculosis and syphil- ! 
lis, is mildew—a decaying part of 
the system, a returning to the 
primitive state. 

Hope for humanity afflicted with 
these diseases, he said, lies in find- 
ing a method of reversing the pro- 
cess of decay and restoring the 
organism affected. 

“Serums do not prevent the de- 
velopment of cancerous tumors,” he 
said. “I have discovered that can- 
cer and tuberculosis and such 
diseases are really mildew and 
seekers after a cancer cure will have 
,to turn their qforts in other direc- 

tions.”

Calcutta, April 27.—Terrorists to- 
day raided the general post office, 
in the heart of the city, shooting a 
high ranking police officer dead. The 
raid marked the resumption of for- 
| midable active terrorism which has 

disorganized the city since Hindu- 
Moslem riots began again last Fri- 
| day. 
A large portion of the city is 
|isolated from telegraph or postal 
| communication. Huge accumula- 
| tions of refuse littered all the main 
| streets today, owing to the absence 
| of scavengers. This noxious accumu- 
lation seriously menaced the health 
of the city. 

More than four hundred persons, 
police estimated today, have been 
killed or wounded, in the current 
Hindu-Moslem riots, which were re- 
sumed last Friday.

Seventy years ago it was unsafe 

to be out after dark in any large 
town in England; murder, garroting, 
robbery with violence and rape were 
crimes that were daily reported, It 
was not until the authorities Pevised 
legal procedure and simplified the 
machinery of justice, that the courts 
could inflict the penalties for crime 
already provided by existing laws. 
Offenders soon realized that few 
crimes escaped the vigilance of the 
polfte, and that speedy punishment 
Was meted out to all who were ad- 
judged guilty. 

Another factor responsible for the 
improvement of morals is to. be 
fund in the reforms introduced into 
prison administration, and the alter- 
ed official attitude towards 
prisoners themselves. Discipline is 
not relaxed, nor is sentimentalism 
allowed any place in the administra- 
tion, but a new humanism has enter- 
ed into the relationship between 
goaler and convict. The aim is now 
to help the prisoner recover his self- 
respect and to aid him to re 
establish himself in life. The great 
decrease in the number of convie- 
tions for- second offenses is positive 
proof of the efficiency of 
system.

Legume Cultures 

The Vermilion Schogl of Agri 
culture has been equipped with the 
full line of Bacteriological Equip 
ment for the production of legume 
cultures for sweet clover, alfalfa, 
peas, beans, etc,, Mr. W. R. Brown, 
the Science Instructor, is in charge 
of this work, and already hundreds 
of cultures have been sent out. The 
cultures are put up in bottles 
sufficient to treat 60 Ibs. of seed. 
Full directions are supplied with 
each bottle and they are being sold 
at 35c, Already some 1,500 bottles 
of cultures have gone out to farmers 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and B.C. Indications are that a 
very large acreage of sweet clover 
will be sown this year.

Increasing the relative 
of the air in incubators is absolutely 
necessary if good hatches are to be 
obtained in the drier regions of 
western Canada, In a new circular 
issued by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture the authors state 
that this may be done by suspendiny, 
a moistened pad, make 
wrapped round a shingle, from a 
hook in the top of the incubator 
about three inches from the radiator 
pipes.
